They think they are already able 
to trace effects that are leading to uncommon 
rainfalls such as have occurred of late in 
Arizona and neighboring states. 

New currents have appeared in the Pacific 
since the great Japanese earthquake, and some 
of the old north-and-south streams have been 
changed to east-and-west currents. About 
eight months ago the Humboldt current, 
which flows northward along the west coast 
of South America, swerved farther out to 
sea. The Humboldt stream comes up from 
the Antarctic and formerly had a cooling ef- 
fect upon the equatorial regions, but Peru and 
neighboring countries have lost this beneficial 
effect. The Peruvian climate is said to have 
grown hotter by 10 to 20 degrees, and tor- 
rential rains have fallen, the heaviest there in 
history. Because of similar changes in sea 
currents Australia has had the greatest rain- 
fall in eighty-six years, and South Africa has 
had the greatest in fifty years. 

The new and altered currents are said to be 
flowing with greater force and volume from 
month to month, and the scientific prediction 
is that resultant climatic changes will give 
this coast more and more rain and that the 
rainfall will extend father inland than for- 
merly and probably make arable land of re- 
gions now fit for cultivation only when arti- 
ficially watered. 

It is the extension of the Humboldt cur- 
rent farther and farther north from month 
to month that the meteorologists count on to 
affect the climate of our Pacifie Coast. They 
say that a tremendous volume of cold: water 
from the southern polar region is being car- 
ried to unprecedentedly low latitudes. This 
cold water, meeting the warm air and warm 
water of the tropical and subtropical regions, 
may bring about unusual rains on and near 
our coast, just as it has done in Peru. 

But the lay mind is not much excited by 
these speculations. It-well may be asked why 
should the cold current increase in volume 
and range and why is it not just as likely 
to subside?

Making Crime Attractive 


(Argonaut) 

Only unconquerable force of circumstance 
could justiy the new policy of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in respect of Federal prisons. 
The three pentitentiaries are so badly over- 
crowded that accommodations are lacking 
for the increasing number of convicted of- 
fenders against the prohibition laws. It costs 
the government five or six times as much to 
‘‘farm out’’ its prisoners to county jails or 
state prisons as it does to house them in Fed- 
eral penitentiaries, and the expense is con- 
sidered greater than the end justifies. To 
build more prisons is out of the question, ap- 
parently, and the Department of Justice has 
adopted the only alternative—reduction of 
prison population. This it is accomplishing 
by shortening the terms of eriminals that al- 
ready have served part of their sentences. 
Men sentenced to serve a year in prison, and 
customarily eligible for parole at the end of 
six months, are now being released at the end 
of four months. Longer sentences are reduced 
correspondingly. To the layman it would 
seem that, while some measure of immedi- 
ate relief may be effected by this program, 
in the long run the Department of Justice 
will find that it has aggravated its problem 
instead of solving it. To lessen the penalties 
of crime is merely to make it more attractive 
and to inerease the numiber of criminals.

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A Traffic Problem 
‘(San Bernardino Telegram) 

Sooner or later the community must choose 
between utility, coupled with necessity, and 
beauty, coupled with tradition. At least once 
in the life of every community, whether of 
colonial settlement or modern product of a 
realtor’s advertising, there comes a time when 
one road or the other must be traveled. At 
the fork in the road every traveler must 
choose for himself. 

It is coincidental that traffic has been the 
vehicle which has most frequently brought 
communities to the puzzling cross-roads. The 
need for broader thoroughfares and _ the 
menace of highway curves and obstructions 
make it mandatory upon states, counties, cit- 
ies and towns to answer the question. 

Soldiers’ and firemen’s monuments and 


’ elaborate fountains raised by community pride 


in public squares a half century ago are to- 
day making traffie control extremely difficult 
if not impossible in many cities and towns. 
The Lincoln Highway Association has threat- 
ened to change the route of that highway if 
a Peansylvania city on the highway does not 
remove the monument on its public square. 
The city has been debating the question for 
years while traffic*at its busiest street inter- 
sectoin is in constant chaos. In some commu- 
ties tlie broad open courts themselves provide 
traffic problems. Ancient trees, historical 
buildings, landmarks, valuable buildings pre- 
sent similar difficulties. 

Reverence for traditions, landmarks, and 
monuments is deep-rooted in the citizen after 
centuries of cultivation. Traffic needs and 
problems are as neoterical as they are prac- 
tical. The public will watch with interest 
this battle between sentiment and utility.

“Hiring and Firing” Teachers 

(New York World) 

It is a reproach to America that laws guar- 
anteeing teachers an ind>finite tenure, just 
recommended by the National Eduication As- 
sociation as a goal for campaigns, should be 
needed in a majority of the forty-eight states. 
Our 700,000 teachers are all too largely at 
the mercy of political school-boards. There 
is no risk in such legislation. As Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey, California and other states 
long ago showed, provision can be made for 
a probationary petiod and for removal on 
proof of incompetence or insubordination. The 
benefits include greater stability in a calling 
showing a turnover of more than 50 per cent 
every year, steadier professional progress and 
more efficient work. The reproach is all the 
greater because insecure tenure is a natural 
concomitant of other evils. It flourishes with 
a low standard of training, low salaries, the 
outworn district system and the lack of a 
strong central state educational authority. Its 
greatest enemy is the professional spirit which 
has made such rapid strides among teachers, 
giving the N. BE, A. itself more than 100,000 
members. That powerful body is to be wished 
all success in its crusade.

Talks on Pigeons 

Something of the battle waged 
in an effort firmly to establish 
homing pigeon activities as a re 
cognized and permanent branch of 
the United States military service 
and of the accomplishment of the 
object largely through his own 
tireless efforts were recited Fri- 
day afternoon by Captain Ray R. 
Delhauer, former pigeon expert of 
the U. S. Army, in an interesting 
talk before the Kiwanis Club in 
luncheon session at Hotel Casa 
Blanca. 

Captain Delhauecr, who has made 
Ontario his home since early 
youth, and whose pigeon hobby 
won him high official honors dur- 
ing the world war, stated that 
the value of homing pigeons for 
communication purposes had been 
largely lost sight of prior to the 
war, but their wonderful. accom- 
plishments during the great con- 
flict established their worth be- 
yond question of doubt. The 
speaker cited several examples to 
show that important messages, 
which had a marked bearing on 
the final outcome of the war, were 
delivered safely by pigeons when 
all other means of communication 
failed. 

While the number of homers 
maintained by the government has 
been materially reduced since the 
close of the war, the pigeon ac- 
tivities of the army and the es- 
tablishment of the great value of 
the birds has aroused such wide- 
spread interest among civilian 
pigeon organizations and individ- 
ual fanciers that something over 
a half million birds are now be 
ing trained for army requirements 
and will be available for govern- 
ment use in the event of an 
emergency.

NEW MAING HERE 


As a part of its 1925 Betterment 
Program, the Southern Counties 
Gas Company is continuing the in- 
stallation of new gas mains in 
the Upland-Ontario territory. In 
talking to a News representative 
today Walter Geldert, local man- 
ager of this district, said: “Last 
spring the gas company installed 
24,000 feet of new gas main on 
Sultana Avenue, Ontario, between 
Main and Fourth Streets which 
ties into the Upland distribution 
system. In this construction im- 
provement were 6,000 feet of 10- 
inch gas main, 6,000 feet of 8-inch 
gas main, and 12,000 feet of 4-inch 
main. At the present time the 
eompany is planning to install 
1710 feet of 8-inch main on West 
B Street, between Sultana Avenue 
and the alley west of Euclid Ave- 
nue. This improvement will tie 
into all cross-town low pressure 
gas lines, and we will be in a 
position to give the public ade- 
quate service in the approaching 
winter season.

“I hope the California legislative 
committee may be able to effect 
a settlement of the rights of the 
three states so that the conserva- 
tion of the waters of this great 
river may be effected.
